MAGNIFICENT 


A Herald Man Makes a Flying Trip 
200 Miles North—Olds, Innisfail, 
Red Deer and Other Points Show 
Up Weil, 


Last week a pits ery a in 
response to a good many invitations 
mtg up the north rood to have a look 
at the crops of which such glowing 
accounts are heard. After the 
account of the run through the south 
country numerousletters were received 
from different points along the north 
line asking THe HERALD to come 
north and, as one correspondent put 
it, see “crops as is crops.” 

Although comparatively few crops 
can seen from the windows of the 
railway coach, they were of a sample 
that certainly were not to despiead, 

Near Didsbury very good samples of 
oats and wheat were noticed and at 
various points between Didsbury and 
Olds where, although hail in the early 
part of the season wrought consider- 
able devastation, still there is a good 
deal of crop left and of good quality, 
but the great bulk will be put up for 
fodder, the settlers being fully alive 
to the impgrtance of stockraising and 
taking proper care of them in the 
winter. They pay a good deal of 
attention also to dairy$products, and 
the creamery at this point, which is in 
ahd hands, is a very prosperous 

ostitution. 

Between Olds and Innistail what 
crops show up are all right but the 
area as seem from the train is com- 
paratively small, though a field in the 
distance iiade a remarkable showing 
in stooks and we were informed the 
grain was good. There were some 
evidences of the hail in xné@ around 
Bowden, but most of the fields hailed 
out have come agrin and wil! yield 
good feed. 

In the Little Red Deer settlement 
just west of Innisfail there is a won- 
derful crop, but indee@ it is the excep- 
tion when the good old Scotch farmers 
of that locality miss a crop, but this 
year is exceptionally good, and so itis 
to the east and south of Innisfail. 

Red Deer and surrounding country 
is all good, and there have been no 
drawbacks of any kind this season to 
damp the ardour of the hushand 1an, 
but everyone is full of hope and en- 
thusiasm as it is well known that a 
good cash market is. obtainable for 
every pound of produce grown, 

Lacombe and Wetaskiwin both 
swemed very busy and the fielas of 
grain see.ned both larger and more 
plentiful and a great crop is promised. 
Binders are getting ready and there is 
a clamour fer twine. Mr, J. West, of 
Wetaskiwin, alone ias « carload and 
the merchants in both places have 
their supplies, but it is feared that 
twine will be scarce as so far about 
three pounds peracrehas been required. 
From Wetaskiwin to South Edmonton 
the fine crops continue, some fields 
turning fast while others are quite 
green, some are being cut and nowhere 
was a single complaint heard. There 
have been 98 binders sold at Edmonton 
this year and the quantity of twine 
required will be enormous. THE 
HERALD man was informed that a 
million bushels of wheat will he har- 
vested from Red Deer north this year, 
This at 20 bushels per acre would 
require #n area of 50,000 acres, which, 
we think is above the area sown to 
wheat. However, we will be glad to 
have this estimate confirmed after the 
threshing is done. 

Since returning from Edmonton we 
have been repeatedly asked where the 
best crops are and we must state frank- 
ly that we are unable to answer the 
question, Every part of the country 
has iy which it would be very diffi- 
cult to beat and whose superiority can 
only be determined after the thresher 
has been at work. VVhile so far as we 
haye seen the people of any locality, 
have no desir? to decry any other 
district, still they seem quite 
satisfied with their own particular 
locality and believe it possesses some 
advantages over almost any other 
district in the whole country and thus 
@ general feeling of contentment seems 
to pervade the country from one end 
to the other, 

No one who has _ not been through 
the country can tell the good effect the 
Government creameries are having in 
the districts where they have been 
established. Cash comes in regularly 
every month and the farmer is thus 
enabled to pav cash for all his supplies. 
It is estimated that had the present 
system been in vogue when creameries 
were first established in Alberta, that 
more money would now be received 
yearly for butter than is realized trom 
the output of beef,

Dr, Selwyn, late chief of the Domin-

NEWS FROM DYEA 
Vancouver, August 23. — The 
steamer Coquitlam has returned from 
a trip toSkagway bay and Dyea, She 
made a very fast trip, having left here 
on August 8th, Her passengers, live 
stock and freight were landed sately. 
The night betore she arrived at Dyea 
there had been exciting scenes, A 
white man was caught in the actof 
stealing and it is said he was hanged 
without a trial. A day or two before 
the Coquitlam had arrived ut Dyea 
five men had arrived at that place 
ifrom Clondike. They went in last 
April and had come cout with $45,000 
in gold dust and nuggets. They did not 
[go into the Yukonas miners, but with 
a band of cattle. The animals were 
disposed of at a good price, and just 
at that time the first reports about 
the rich finds on the Clondike came in. 
They immediately set out for the 
scene and were lucky in finding agood 
claim. On the first day when they 
struck pay dirt they panned out over 
| $8,000, ‘They still retain an interest in 
their claim and have come out to enjoy 
the winter on their $45,000, When

DESPERATE FIGHTING 


|FORT MAUDE CAPTURED BY 
REBELS 


| And Burned to the Ground—The Gar- 
| rison Compelled to Retire With a 
Loss of Three Men--The Enemy 
| Shelled—Concerted Action Today 


Lonpon, August 25.—An official de- 
spatch from Simla announces that 
Fort Maude, in Kbyber Pass has been 
captured by the rebel Afridis, after 
desperate fighting. The garrison of 
the fort, composed mainly of native 
levies known as Khyber rifles, retired 
witha loss of three men, Afridis 
afterwards burned the fort down, 

The fate of Fort Flamusjid, which 
was simultaneously attacked by Afri- 
dis is not yet known, 

The British officer commanding Jam- 
ruds yesterday moved a battery of 
artillery, escorted by the fourth drag- 
oons, tothe mouth ot Khyber Pass 
and shelled the enemy at a range of 
3,200 yards. Afridis retired, but the 
battery returned to Jamrud, the offi- 
cers in command deeming it inadvis- 
able to enter the Pass, 

General Elles will begin a concerted 
movement against the insurgent 
tribesmen today.

What are Calgary's merchants 
doing to secure » share of the Clon- 
dike trade ? Seattle, Victoria,, Van- 
couver and other towns are spar- 
ing nothing to turn the tide their 
way, but while our own part of 
the country has the ball at its 
foot it either neglects or refuses 
to setitin motion. The business 
men of Alberta seem innocently 
apathetic to the golden oppor- 
tunities they are losing. Almost 
daily parties are passing through 
Calgary en route to the distant 
gold fields. <A small proportion 
have heard of the Mackenzie 
and Liard routes, but the vast 
majority are joining in the mad 
rush to the coast, only to be dis- 
appointed on arrival there with 
the discovery that it is impossible 
to get up to the mines before next 
summer, The Calgary Board of 
Trade, and the individual mer- 
chants of the city, might divert 
a considerable portiontof this 
tide our way by xetting out 
printed information about the 
Athabasex routes, the distance, 
probable time occupied in the trip, 
the cost of transportation, the 
kind of outfits and quantity of 
provisions to take, and the price 
at which they can be bought in 
Calgary. This information could 
be distributed broadcast on the 
trains and elsewhere, with excel- 
lent réfults.

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DANGER iN DOGIES 


Mr, James Mollison’s remarks in; 


Tue Heratp on the danger of 
eastern cattle introducing disease 
into Alberta will doubtless excite 
a considerable amount of interest 
among cattlemen, The question 
has been already discussed among 
the ranchers, but as far as we are 
aware no steps have been taken to 
ininimize the evil, for that it is an 
evil—and a dangerous one—seems 
to be pretty generally recognized. 
Among those who know him the 
facts vouched for by Mr. Mollison 
will not be doubted, and they are 
alone sufficient to open the eyes 
of the authorities to the danger 
that is not only threatened but 
disagreeably ccouspicuous in our 
midst, 

This new phase of an old ques- 
tion emphasizes the argument in 
favour of the movement 80 
strongly advocated by Tuer 
IIERALD in the past, a movement 
opposed, we are aware, by the 
majority of the ranchers but in 
the ultimate guccess of which we 
have never lost confidence. We 
refer to the agitation for responsi- 


ble government in, for, and by) 


Alberta. If Alberta and the con- 
tiguous territory having identical 
interests were now under a gov- 
ernment of its own, instead of 
being appended as it is to the 
distant agricultural territory of 
Assiniboia and Saskatchewan, 
with a seat of government 500 
miles from us, there would be no 
such vexatious and long drawn- 
out agitations as are usually 
necessary to bring legislation on 
ranching questions to a practical 
issue, 

But this article was not started 
to xdvocate Autonomy. We have 
published Mr. Mollison’s note of 
warning and only desire to empha- 
size it with a view of averting or 
minimizing the danger of intro- 
ducing cattle disease on our at 
present healthy ranges. We 
fancy no one wants to puta stop 
to the importation of eastern 
cattle. It seems to Tuy. HprRALD 
that the reasonable policy would 
be to throw uo discouragement in 
the way of that trade but to sur- 
round it with every possille safe- 
guard, and the first ste: should 
be some provision for che rigid 
inspection of every s):ipment of 
Ontario stock hereaftaz brought 
in. If we had a government of ore 
own, devoting its first attention 
to the main iniustry of the 
country—the live stock industry, 
immediate action would be taken. 
As it is all we can do is humbly 
and patiently ‘wait for such steps 
as the Regina vr Ottawa authori- 
ties may fee! disposed to take— 
when they gut ready.

CALGARY AND THE CLONDIKE 


IMPORTANT MERTING OF THE ! 


BOAR!) OF TRADE 


A Representative Crowd Last Night at 
the City Hali—Valuable Suggestions 
Made--Calgary to Be Advertised as 
a Point for Outfitting Parties— 
Different Committees Are Appointed. 


A meeting, convened by the City 
Board.of Trade, was beld last night in 
the council chamber to consider the 
advisability of taking immediate 
steps to put forward Unigary’s advan- 
tages as a centre tor fitting out parties 
prepesing to take the overland route 
to the Clondike gold fields, ‘here 
was a large and representative 
assemblage of the leadiug merchants 
and citizens, 

la the absence of the president and 
vice-president of the Board of Trade, 
M. Morris, manager of the Liuperial 
Bank, was voted 10 the chair, 

18.G. Van Wart, secretary to ioe 

Board of Trade, explaineu chat 
several members of the Board of 
Trade bad asked thai the meeting be 
called to discuss the quescion of the 
overland route to the Cloudike and 
the trade questions involved, inciuding 
the adyisuvility of taking steps tw 
advertise the advantages which 
Calgary offered in regard to supplies, 
ete. 
A long discussion followed in which 
several citizens tuok part. It was 
puluted out that nexr spring tuere 
would undoubtedly be a big rush to 
the gold fields aud therefore tune 
citizens of Calgary just. lose no time 
in taking actiou, and yetting ibe cuy 
advertised in the sawe manner as 
idmonton and tho const towns of 
Seattle, Vancouver and Victoria, The 
fact was adverted to that the Hauil- 
ton party, which has just stuited 
north, brought their suppiies with 
them, whereas they could Lave saved 
money by buying them here. Which 
they admitted themselves, ‘These 
Hamiltou men were told in Ontario 
that when they got out to the west 
they would not be able to purchase 
outfits, so they bought nearly every- 
thing before leaving homie. It was 
also pointed out that the citizens of 
Edmonton were advertising largely, 
had brought out a special edition ot 
the Bulletin, and were already reaping 
a substantial reward, 

Mr. Hutchings thought that the 
best way of udvertising would be by 
buying space in scyeral well known 
Canadian and Amevican papers, 
brought forth various suggestions as 
i the advisavilivy of having a 
' 


pamphlet wr.tten, etc, 
T. W. Jackson said that he had 
had a conversation with Hon, J. H. 
Ross when that gentleman was in 
Caigary.. The Dominion government 
had intended to send up an expedi- 
tionary party to ascertain the 
feasibility of the overland route, but, 
owing to the pressure brought to bear 
by the British Columbia M.P.’s and 
others, had abandoned their deter- 
mination, and this very survey party 
was now going to theStickeen, The 
coast people were envious of our 
diverting a portion of the traffic, and 
were striving with might and main to 
advertise the coast route to Dyea, He, 
(Mr. Jackson) was convinced of the 
safety ond feasibility of the overland 
route, and considered that gold would 
be found very much nearer’ than 
the Clondike, His idea was for a 
party to start from Calgary and 
demonstrate the feasibilitv of the 
route viathe Peace River, They could 
Start in September and keep in com- 
munication with Calgary, sending 
back a courier, say, every 200 miles to 
report progress. Hon. J, H. Ross had 
said the North: West Council was fully 
alive to the importance of opening up 
this route, and if the Government only 
were assured on the subject they 
would guarantee a fund for this pur- 

ose. The opening of the Crow's Nest 
willdemand all the produce Alberta 
can send into the Kootenay, and this 
northern route will be the means ot 
bringing large numbers of travellers 
through and a new era of prosperity 
will open for Alberta. It is impera- 
tive that we take immediate steps in 
this direction, 

R. B, Bennett said that the Mon- 
treal “Star” had discussed this ques- 
tion very well, and had drawn atten- 
tion to the fact that Calgary was a 
convenient centre for outfits. He 
kaew that enquiries were being made 
at all points, and considered that the 
city of Calgary should get a pamphlet 
and place in the hands of the High 
Commissioner which he could dis- 
tribute to investors and others in 
London.

funds available and so the Edmonton 
corporation had supplied the two 
guides and had had the assurance that 
the money would be refunded to them 
this ensuing session, Why do not 
Major Walsh and his party go through 
to the Yukon this way ? Simply Le- 
cause the route has not been urged on 
the Government. The speaker had in 
in Edmonton seen Mr, Brenton who 
had come down from the Liard River 
with Ogilvie, the Government sur- 
yeyor, and he stated definitely that 
he route was an easy one, All alon 
the Nelson and Liard rivers the old 
buffalo wallows were to be seen, clearly 
showing that the whole district. was a 
grass country and capable of bemg 
easily traversed, However justifiable 
this meeting might be for ‘the aner- 
merchants of Calgary, what we want- 
ed todo wasto teach the east that 
Calgary was the turning point for the 
Clondike, that this was far enough 
west to go. Here was the point where 
the traveller and prospector should 
turn north, It is our duty to speak 
out and let the east know the truth of 
the matter, As regarded the subject 
of publication, we knew how much in- 
formation people derived from reading 
matter and it was our duty to do some- 
thing in this line.

green riders and the match between 
Thompson and MacIntyre, there not 
being much ground forthe winner of 
either of these races to crow upon, at} 
the finish. ; 

The first called to the scratch weve 
the green men, the call being respond- 
ed to by Messrs. Johnson, Head and 
Luxton, who took their positions in 
the order above. From the start a 
fast pace was set by Head and Luxton, 
Johnson falling steadily behind on;

Interviews With Superintendent of Con 
struction Haney, Contractor Keith 
and Others.—The Number of Men 
at Work—Some Particulars About 
Construction..The Origin of the 
‘*Crow’'s Nest.” 


Sonthern Alberta is at present one 
of the busiest parts of Canada, and 
Tue HERALD is the first newspaper to 
send a representative to write up con- 
struction news and other matters 
connected with the new route.

Two 
hundred men are engaged cutting the 
right-ot-way beyond the pass. 

The exact route through the two 
ranges of mountains has not yet been 
decided, Eight engineering parties 
are at work, and as there are several 
alternative voutes in the mountains it

Our representative drove along the 
routs of he new railway from Macivod 
to the foot of the mountains, following 
the grading nearly the whole distance, 
Construction cainps are incated every 
few miles. An average camp contains 
a large tent for the men’s dining room, 
another for stores, ancther for the 
contractor and his staif, and several 
smaller tents for sleeping in, The 
wogaons belonging to the outfit are 
generally arranged in two lines and 
used for rough open air stables, the 
horses being tied to the waggon wheel 
while feeding or at night, and separ- 
ated by large poles, Large numbers 
of wheeled scrapers, plows and other 
implements are to be seen, and there 
is always a blacksmith’s shop, some- 
times on wheels, 

The uniform rate of wages for the 
men employed as teamsters and lab- 
ourers is $26 4 .0nth and board, The 
company fixes this rate and prohibits 
the contractors from paying either 
more or less, This provision is de- 

, signed as far as possible to prevent 
trouble that oud otherwise be caused 
by men leaving one contractor for 
another. Even now trouble arises 
from men deserting and the Mounted 
Police are kept busy bunting them, 

Among certain classes of the men 
dissatisfaction exists over the rate ot 
wages and at one camp visited forty 
men walked out after receiving their 
first month’s pay. The men had to 

pay their way up from the east, but 
were given a special rate of a cent 
amile. Men coming from Moosomin 
paid $5.50 for the trip up, 

Neither Mr. Haney nor any of the 
contractors fear any serious trouble in 
the way of a strike, as thousands of 
men are ready to come from the east 
and the difficulty so far has een to 
keep them back, 

uch of the country threugh which 
the railway will run is rolling and in 
many places cut by deep coulees which 
necessitate a large smount of earth 
work, Owingto the ranges of hills which 
break the country in this district, the 
line takes several curves to avoid deep 
cutting. 

The origin of the name of the pass 
through which the new railway takes 
its course is commonly supposed to be 
connected with the laying and 
hatching receptacle of a well known 
bird of sable bue, However sad the 
discovery may be to the cartoonists, it 
is only in the cause of truth to say 
that the eastern ideas on the point are 
as usual far astray. As with the 
majority of western names “the 
Crow's Nest” is a translation of the 
Indian name applied to the pass before 
the white man’s day. The derivation 
of the name as given by the red skin 
medic ne men is thata largejparty of 


Crow Indians took refuge in the pass! 


when pursued by their enemies the 
Blackfeet, who came upon them in 
their “nest” and slaughtered them to 
aman. Hence “the Crow's Nest.” 
MASSACRE BUTTE 

There is material enough in. the 
Indian legends of Alberta to fill a 
volume, Just to the north-west of the 
grand curve made by the Crow's Nest 
railway before it enters the moun- 
tainous country stands a conspicuous 
hill, known as Massacre Butte, Many 
years ago the low country between the 
Rocky mountains and the Poreupine 
hills formed a favourite passage for 
travellers and immigrants northward 
bound, It was on this route, inime- 
diately under the butte mentioned, 
that a party of German immigrants 
were massacred by Indians. Men, 
women and children, none were 
spared but a fair haired young girl, 
who was taken away to the south, but 
as the story rans, there was so much 
quarreling over her that the chief of 
the band killed her to prevent far- 
ther trouble, taking her scalp, which 
is satd to be among the trophies of the 
late chief, ‘‘ Big Sun,” to this day. 
Some little time ago there was dug up 
at Pincher Creek a skeleton which the 
doctor pronounced to be that of a 
young female and which an old squaw 
said was that of the last victim of the 
tragedy at Massacre Butte. 

Other names of places in Southern 
Alberta are redolent of the cowboy, 
suchas Whoop Up, Stand Off, Freeze 
Out. The Indian name for Pincher 
Creek means High Wood and it has 
been suggested that the old timers 
should take advantage of the spirit of 
change which is now upon the land 
and call their pretty village Highwood, 

AN IDEAL COUNTRY. 

The district for 30 or 10 miles east of 
the mountains in Southern Alberta is 
exceedingly well favoured. As a 
ranching and farming district it is 
almost unrivalled, As a summer 
camping ground there are few better, 
The whole region is a succession of 
gems of scenery—lakes, rivers, woods, 
hills, rocks and stretches of pasture 
with the stately Rockies forming « 
serfect background. The grazing 
rere is most abundant—in fact long 
enough to furnish hay almost 
any where, 

he district was one of the earliest 
to be settled and it is gradually filling 
up with small stockmen and grain 
farmers. In both these departinents 
of ugriculture the district is as near 
perfection as can be, though near the 
mountains it eujoys a remarkable 
immunity for summer frost, and its 
rivers are large and numereus enough 
to furnish water for extensive irriga- 
tion, The buildings of the settlers are 
as arule solid, spacious and in good 
repair, and their fields securely fenced. 

THE FALLS 


Just where the railway_will cross 
the middle fork of the Old Man’s river 
is a magnificent water fall, With the 
roar of its tremendous fall intoa rocky 
canyon there 1s nothing finer even 
in the mountains themselves, and this 
will undoubtedly be one of the pass 
where the brakeman will startle the 
passengers with his yell: ‘* Train 
stops five minutes to see The Falls!” 

As Tor HERALD representative was 
driving through this splendid country 
with Mr. F. W, Godsal, many an inter: 
teresting reminiscence was recalled by 
recurring features of the landscape, 
This,” said Mr. Godsal,as we rounded 
a steep side hill, once dangerous, but 
now improved, “has been christened 
‘Agony Point.’ Before the now trail 
was made we all had to get outside 
and hang on to one side of the wargon 
to keep it from toppling over.” 

CURIOSITIES OF NATURE, 


One of the features of the district 
is supplied by some curious geological 
formations, At one place in the river 
bank on Mr, Godsal’s fine ranche a 
layer of buiYalo bones, hundreds, per- 
haps thousands of years old, is to be 
seen underlying the base of a hill, and 
asthe river cuts into the bank the 
hones are being gradualiy washed out. 
Further down the river, a cut bank 
reveals the phenomenon of a stratified 
formation consisting of a layer of 
buffalo bones, a layer of charcoal, a 
layer of rock, then another layer of 
bones. 

Another mystery is supplied by a 
line of immense stones which lie on 
the prairie and extend, it is said, from 
Montana clear up to Calgary. The 
do not belong to the country, the roc 
being wneny unlike any other in the 
district, and the supposition is that 
they were dropped thoceandia of years 
ago by an immense glacier, 

Tuk HERALD representative being 
armed with a first rate camera, took a 
number of views of ranching, railway 
construction, general scenery, some of 
which, we ee our readers may have 
the opportunity in the near future of 
seeing. 

Among other views taken was one 
of Contractor Neil Keith's outfit at 
dinner time, with the horses feeding, 
the men lounging around and the 
scrapers standing on the dump where 
the hour of noon had found them, Mr, 
Keith was seen in his fine tent and 
was courteously communicative #8 to 
the progress of the work, He has four 
outfits at work in and near the pase 
and is confident that trains will be 
running over the first 100 miles by the 
time winter sets in,

It may be well to know and to keep 
in miad that Macleod is now more 
ever the gateway main 
entrance into the vast grazing domains 
of southern Alberta, and ia connection 
with this fact, it cannot be too forcibly 
impressed upon owners of Alberta 
bred cattle, the imminent dan; 
now run by the promiscuous 
tion of eastern bred stock that has 
been Foing on at a high and increasing 
rate during the past few years, em we} 
then is from various causes, which I 
shall by and by endeavour to describe, 
but first let me notice dangers that 
arise from disease alone, which are 
doubtless the most ominent, 
which might prove the most 
ruinously disastrous. We are not 
without evidence at this moment that 
moment that cattle disease does pre- 
vail in eastern Canada, from whence 
tens of thousands of cattle have been 


imported into the Territories during @ |: 


comparatively recent period, and vhat, 
too, I venture to say in & most promis- 
cuous manuer. It will be noticed that 
the Cntario Government is giving 
warning of the danger I have here 
alluded Ww. No further back than 
July20th last, we were informed that 
a special bulletin on tuberculosis in 
cattle had been prepared by order of 
the Ontario Government describing 
the history and character of the dis- 
ease, together with the best means of 
testing suspected animals and the 
necessity for separating the diseased 
ones from the healthy ones and giving 
the best known means for paar 
the disease out of aherd, Decubtless, 
no small glarm prevails in Outario, for 
we notic@that the officers of Farmers’ 
Institutes have been instructed to 
arrange meetings at which the subject 
may be discussed with the view tc 
prevent the spread ot this dire disease 
and for supplying all possible informa- 
tion on the subject. 

Now, we may be told by importers 
of Ontario cattle that this is a/l non- 
sense—that not one diseased animal 
has been brought into Alberta, nor 
has one case of disease arisen from 
animals thus brought in, But we are 
not sure about this, and I shall venture 
a tew facts that may cause doubts as 
to whether such a statement is or is 
nf correct. 

During a very recent period, and 
while mportations of stock from east- 
ern Ganada were going on, the ani- 
mals being brought in, landing in 
great numbers at the Macleod railway 
station, I observed no fewer than 
seven animals lying dead within a 
distance of 8 to 3) miles of above 
named station, the deaths ot which 
animals were in my opinion caused by 
anthrax, one of the most virulent and 
deadly diseases to which cattle are 
liable, The trus character of this 
disease is not su well understood as it 
ought to be, It ie not supposed to be 
infectious until it reaches its latter 
stage, or until death takes, place, It 
is then in the highest degree dangerous 
even to the human subject. 

The disease prevailed in Scotland 
some 10 to 12 years ago to an alarming 
extent, and so dangerous was it that 
regulations had to be put in force 
that allanimals dying of the disease 
had to be immediately buried not less 
than four feet under ground, the 
earcase being covered with hot lime in 
powder, and that again covered with 
soil impregnated with carbolic acid. 
I regret to say that my experience of 
this disease at the date I have men- 
tioned, while acting as a member of 
an instituted local authority for 
dealing with such matters, was not of 
the most pleasant description, as in 
stamping out the disease many 
valuable animalshad to be slaughtered, 

Anthrax if once seen and carefully 
looked at can never be mistaken. No 
warning at all is given of its approach. 
The first system is violent fermintative 
inflamation, which in less that half an 
hour assumes the character and 
appearance of the most virulent blood 
poisoning, and in the short space of 
one to five hours thereafter the 
animal is dead. The. blood, the 
bowels and all the tissues of the body 
get into the highest state of fermenta- 
tion, and in the space of afew minfites 
the dead carcase will be more than 
double the size it was when alive, and 
quantities of bloody muculent matter 
will be discharged from the mouth, 
the nostrils and the rectum, From 
this discharge comes the great danger 
of infection, as the light, frothy, 
bloody mucus rising in balls on mouth 
and nostrils will speedily dry, and will 
then blow off with the lightest breath 
of wind, and will at once inoculate any 
embrasure of the skin, and will as 
readily do the same if blown into the 
eyes even of a human being hence the 
great. danger I have spoken of. In 
drawing the hand over the body with 
some degree of pressure, a peculiar 
crackling touch will be felt an in- 
variable syinptom of anthrax. In 
short the disease if once identified can 
never he mistaken. 

I shall now give an_ instance or two 
of how this terrible disease generally 
does its work. 

Some two months ago a number of 
cattle from Eastern Canada were 
landed at Macleod station, and after 
resting for one day, as I was informed, 
were being driven to their destination, 
when about three and a half miles 
from the station one of the animals, a 
two year old bull, ‘gave in” appar- 
ently from exhaustion, Water was 
procured from alittle distance but the 
animal did pot drink, An attempt 
was then made to open a vein but 
was unavailing, and the animal lav 
dead inthe course of three hours, and 
was allowed to lie unburied where he 
died, and witbin some 60 to 80 yards 
of the post and wire fence enclosing 
mv grazing land, Three to four davs 
thereafter while my cattle were 
grazing close up to the fence one of 
them,a strong young steer, Was struck 
down and lay dead in less than three 
hours, for I] bad seen it all meht only a 
few hours before, I found the steer 
dead and blown up like a buge buoy 
and otherwise precisely similar in 
every symptom to cases of anthrax I 
had too frequently seen before, I 
knew of the death of the bull spoken 
of, but had not seen him. I at once 
wert out and examined him, and 
found his appearance identical to that 
of my own 
that of anthrax. Tl had my 
steer deeply buried where he lay.
